1, We will not forward a request for renewed of Project ABMiSflH to the approving 
authority because, baaing our opinion on the notarial forwarded in reference A and In 
the progress reports, we do not find sufficient justification for renewal, either in 
past ac eowplis frmsnt or in future potential. More detailed reasons are given in the 
following paragraphs. Instead of a renewal we are requesting an extension to 31 Augpbt 
1959 # which date the project will terminate, unless in the meantime there is suf- 
ficient new activity or new potential to warrant submission of a new field project out- 
line, taring the extension period we ask you to evaluate ABt&Rfl^/l's contacts la order 
to determine which are worth preserving; and to devise means for the transfer of such 
assets. We also would like to know what problems you expect to encounter in terminating 
AFMft RSH/l, and what termination arrangement you would suggest. In the request for 
extension we are asking for $ C 3 for the remainder of ft 1959, !*•♦, 1 March 1959 
to JO June 1959 , and J for FT i 960 . 

2* Our reasons for not requesting renewal of Project AEMAB 3 E aret 

a. In practice the project has been based on exploiting the Baltic 
emigration for legal contacts with Latvia, Most of the emigres in 
Germany are still there because they cannot emigrate to other countries 
due to security reasons or poor health. We also believe that a large 
number of these Baltic emigres, even if they received permission to visit 
the USSR, would be very reluctant to take the risk of placing themselves 
under the physical control of the Soviet regime again. Therefore, the 
extremely small potential of RKDSKJB travel using emigres does not justify 
the cost of Project A2MAB&B expenditures. 

b. It is a fact that both the BIS and the UPSWUfG are also interested 

in these Baltic emigres. The emigres have been used for intelligence 
purposes by the A IS, the BIS, the and the UFSWXBG ever since the 

end of World War II. We feel that the FI potential of these emigres has 
been pretty well exhausted by this time without achieving any noticeable 
positive results, and that we win encounter the BIS or OTSWIBG whenever 
we begin spotting and recruiting in this milieu. 

c. AEMABSH/l has limited potential as the principal agent of a smarm 
project, for he is known to UPSW2BG as an ALB agent as stated in SKUA 24291, 
dated 20 Boveafeer 1958, and he la also known to the BIS as an ATS agent 
as stated in ECIPA 24356, dated 24 Hoveaber 1958 . Because of this, you 
suggested a "cooling off" period Bor A38MABBH/1, as stated per EOFA 24965 , 
dated 26 January 1959. 

d. Project AJSMAR&H activities have produced a number of positive intel- 
ligence reports during the past project year. The Reports Staff "Review 
of Positive Intelligence Production from Project AEMABSH for the period 
1 February 1958 to 1 February 1959" indicate that AEMABSS production was 
at best of marginal value, and that as o&ich was left out of each of 
ABMABSH/l's intelligence reports as could have conveniently been included. 

As a result, especially interesting topics have lacked the desirable 
authenticating detail of how the information was acquired by the source, 
and mare exact estimates of numbers of individuals, installation*, and 
objects* The comparing of previously collected intelligence information 
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with what source knows about similar topics, sad in sera instances the saw 
topics, in order to sugplegmiit, to correct, and to bring op to date our hold- 
ings is likewise not reflected in the reports* In other words, ASMABSa/l does 
not sera to have the curiosity and “nose for news 9 that is repaired of a good 
debriefer or eUcitor* Almost lOOjt of these reports are debriefing reports 
of returnees, defectors, escapees sad era visitor from the Latvian S8R. 
Logically, this typs of intelligence gathering, which has taken 50^ of 
ASIIBflH/l's tins, should be handled under Project ABB6PU5K or by CABK20HB, 

e. As you have Indicated per KffA 2^965, dated 26 January 1959, ABKABSH/l 
is now sick, and according to previous information, he has to reaaln in a 

SB sanatorium for a period from three to four Booths, if not longer* Pue 
to all of these factors as presented in this and subparagraphs e* and d* 
above, we feel very strongly that the only logical choice we have is the 
termination of AMBSB/I'b services, with s uit a ble assistance in readjustment*
